REMARKS 

Applicants submitted an amendment dated March 9, 2009, in which claims 51 
and 67 were amended and new independent claim 164 was added. The amendment was filed 
following the reopening of prosecution in view of a 3 rd party protest, before any further action 
on the merits. 

Claim 164 is similar to claim 51 as explained in Applicants' previous 
submission. In the remarks submitted on March 9, Applicants made the following request: 
"Should claim 164 be allowed, the Applicants request the opportunity to make existing 
dependent claims dependent from claim 164 as well." 

The Applicants thank the Office for prompt reconsideration and allowance of 
the case, and request the opportunity to submit select dependent claims that refer to claim 164 
but are otherwise essentially identical to previously presented dependent claims that refer to 
claim 51. Specifically, new dependent claims 165-174 are essentially identical to existing 
claims 53, 54, 69, 82, 104, 107-109, 142, and 147, respectively (except that they depend from 
claim 164 instead of claim 51). Because the new claims are dependent claims, essentially 
identical to allowed dependent claims, the new claims should not raise any new patentability 
issues. 

In addition to requesting the addition of these new singly dependent claims, 
the Applicants also have suggested a scheme for renumbering the allowed and new claims 
consistent with 37 CFR §1.126 and MPEP §1301.01. The proposed numbering is set forth in 
a table appended hereto. The left column of the table lists the current claims by number, in 
the new proposed order. After each dependent claim number, in parentheses, is a list of the 
claim(s) to which the claim currently refers. In the right column of the table are proposed 
new numbers for each claim, beginning with 1 and proceeding consecutively. In parentheses 
in the right column are the numbers to which each dependent claim would refer, if the new 
numbering scheme is adopted. If the claims are renumbered as suggested in the chart 
appended hereto, then all dependent claims will follow the claims from which they depend, 
and all multiply dependent claims will follow all of the claims from which they depend (in 
the alternative). The renumbering should improve the readability of the eventual patent by 
placing dependent claims immediately after independent claims to which they refer. The 
Applicants can rewrite the claims in this manner, if the Office requests.
